The minature revolution which 
took place at Mulatto has culminated at 
Ojinango Presidio Del Korte, Mexico. 


The prisoners taken at Mulatto were 


placed in jail at Ojinango. The hunch- 
back leader of the "Saint's party" de- 
manded the surrender of the prisoners, 
and upon being refused he sent word to 
Ojinango that he wonld use force to ob- 
tain them. 
The hunchback started 


with an armed force of 150 men. The 
authorities hearing of hia approach 
started a force to meet hiia, and iu the 
tight which ensued, which was kept up 
until dark, eight were reported dead on 
both sides and several wounded. The 
authorities retreated to Ojiuango, and 
the hunchback remained outside the 
walls of the city, threatening for three 
days, and Ojinango ia in a ptate of Beige. 
The women and children have crossed 
the Rio Grande into Texas for safety.

The need of 
snch a law has been long felt, and the 
isgialature which passed it is entitled to 
commendation.

The resmlt would have beei the same 
had coal been put on the free list, ex- 
cept the government would have lost all 
initead of abont one-half of the revenue 
it bai been receiving from that source. 
The only efhct in either CMS i» to pot 
the amount of the dnty into the pocketi 
of tha foreigners instead of tha national 
treasury. 


I« the Expositor's attacks npon the 


police force of this city ar» justified by 
the facts, what then must be said of the 
police reEulationB under the late Demo- 
cratic regime? Every informed'person 
knows that the laws are better enforced 
and more respected now than they w ere 
at that time, and they also know that if 
the police are failing or refusing to do 
their duty that the Democratic city 
marshal has bat to report the fact to the 
City Trustees, and tho reapDnsibility 
will then rest upon them if they fail to 
take proper action.

At 3.30 o'clock 
tbe burning debris have been ex tin 
gniahed, and the work of rescuing the 
dead is in progress. 


WINEMAKERS JUBILANT 


Over the Falling off in Importa 


tion. 


SAN FKAXCIBCO, April 4.—Tbe wine 


makers of California bave great cause to 
be grateful over the gradual decrease o 
foreign wine importations, because it 
means that the people are beginning to 
appreciate the domestic article. The 
imports by sea are particularly pleasing 
to the wine men, for. wines, brandies 
arid champagnes show a falling off in 
1894 over 1893 of about 50 per cent. Of 
course a small per cent of this decrease 
is due to financial depression, but tho 
demand for the home product IB in- 
creased. 


In the item of ordinary wines the im- 


ports of 1894 amounted to only 4901 bar- 
rels, half barrels and cases, aa against 
0017 for 1S93. Porta and sherries show 
a corresponding decline, bfting lotJ and 
449 packages for 1894, compared with 
306 and 1313 packages for the preceding 
year. In 1894 cbampaenes took a de- 
cided tumble, only 13,159 cases beine 
imported, while the year before 17,048 
cases came in. In 1890 imports of 
champagne reached tbe 
high water 


mark of 28,799 cases, which means a 
falling off in four years of about 60 per 
ceut.

There are othe 
kinds iu which the reflector possess) 
distinct advantages. As the Lick ob 
scrvatory will soon have a great tele 
scope of each kind established in a uio 
favorable situation, it will be admlrab!

SAK FIUKCISCO, April 4.—Customs Col-

He learned 
today that some one in the customhouse 
has been falsifying the records there in 
order to facilitate the smuggling of Chi- 
nese into the country. A few weeks ago- 
a Chinaman arrived here, and presented 
his regis registration papers, which ap- 
peared to be all right, but was admitted:

of the ballot. They did not believe in a 
double standard of morals—one for men 
and one for women. And, while no 
formal action was taken, the speaker 
seemed to sanction the idea of extend- 
ing the right of franchise to womeu.

An H reeult 
of the combined efforts of the twenty 
hortfs, 300 mim, a ddzen windlnadca, 
two Iccomotivw, one stationary engine 
and a t-core of jai-k-i-rnwp, th« Solano is 
now on the wayn in Weat Oakland, and 
for the ttrei time pime she waa built, 
fifteen vears ago, her keel is dry. Nearly 
two months have passed since the ferry- 
Inwt broke down between Benicia and 
Port Costa, but today was the iirsl op- 
portunity the tide offered for docking 
the big boat. Three days ago the 
cradlea were drawn under the bottom of 
the monster hull and then hauled back 
with their load to the end of the ways 
Thia morning the tide was high enough 
to lift the boat, and the ta»k of pulling 
the 6000 tons of marine architecture up 
the greased incline was commenced. 
There were a number of minor acci- 
dents, auch RB the breaking of ropes and 
pulleys, hut nothing happened to seri- 
ously impede the work. The altera- 
tions and repairs to the Solano will coat 
nearly $100,000.

light plants purchased two years ago. 
Stallycup sought alao to enjoin the city 
from paying interest on the bonds.

Duty on Books Withdrawn. 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 2.—At the last 


session of parliament the cuatoma duty 
on books was changed from 35 per cent 
advalorem to 6 centa a pound with an 
additional 12}£ per cent on re-printe of 
British copyright works. A clause waa 
attached, however, providing that on 
March 27, 1895. the additional duty of 
12^ per cent on re-printa of copyright 
works should teaae to be collected; that 
the law today ia changed to thia extent 
and the protection afforded to British 
ant.bora of Canadian works has ceated. 
This duty has been a dubious source of 
income to the authors, but ita with- 
drawal will doubtlesa contribute to the 
controversy now going on in England 
over the aabject of Canada's rtebt to 
control this clasaof legislation. 


Sprockets Refinery Closed. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 2.—Tho Spreck- 


els augar refinery closed down today for 
aa indefinite period.

CONCERNING AMERICA'S INTKR- 


ES1S IN SAMOA. 


United States 
Claims Confirmed, 


bnt They Trove of Lit- 


tle Value 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The^report of 


W. L. Chambers, United States land 
commissioner to Samoa, dated February 
3, 1895, was made public today. Mr. 
Chambers waa one of three commission- 
ers appointed by the treaty powers of 
Great Britain, Germany and the United 
Statta.under the provisions of the Ber- 
lin treaty, to adjust and settle all dm run 
of aliens to lands in Samoa. The an- 
nual meeting of the committee waa held 
January 4,1894, at Apia. The reports 
include all the title papers to Samoan 
lands and are of considerable value. An 
exhibit attached to the report shows 
that tho total number of claima filed be- 
fore the committee was 3492. Of theae 
1422 were German, 1757 British, 307 
American, 320 French, and 13 miscella- 
neous. 


The total cloima aggregated 1,691,898 


acres, while the island contains 950.000 
acres. Only 8 per cent of the claims 
were confirmed. 


- The vast bntfe of acreage claimed by 
Americana was rejected because of the 
nmnifegtly 
inadequate 
consideration 


given for it, and because the titles were 
defective under several of the provisions 
of the treaty. About 21,000 acres were 
confirmed to Americans. Moat of them 
belonged to a corporation composed of 
San Francisco stockholders. 
"At the time the investigation took 


place," eaya Mr. Chambers, "this cor- 
poration waa insolvent, and is still re • 
ported insolvent. The titles were con- 
nrmed to certain trustees. None of the 
stockholders resided in Samoa, and BO 
far as my investigation went, none of 
them had ever resided there, nor has 
the company, nor its trusteea an agent 
in the country. Regarding the land 
confirmed to this company, I think it is 
a safe estimate that not exceeding 2000 
acres were confirmed to claimante. Al- 
most all the land of the San Francisco 
company is for sale, and la liable to be 
Bold, if at all, to England's or Ger- 
many's subjects rather than to Ameri- 
can B. I cannot see that there exists 
any reason for further American inveat- 
mente." 


Continuing, Mr. Chambers saya he 


heard of only nineteen bona fide Amer- 
ican F ibjecta in the country exclusive of 
officials, and doea not believe there are 
thirty Americans all told, including 
those who claim citizenship through 
naturalization. He uys there are sev- 
eral i\el!-to-do Americans in mercantile

Governor Budd signed several impor 


taw bills during the last hours of th 
Issl day of grace.

The appropriation of $30,000 for pu 


ting in a rock crusher at Folsom prom 
ira good roads and streets in some parts derstow t 
of California, at least. There Is aound- &Se. 
anco o! very hird volcanic rock at Fol- 
som, which will make macadam which 
•Kill last almost forever. The under- 
standing \va« that the plant must not be 
built till 50,000 cubic yards of rock had 
been sold, and it 13 said that this amount 
has already been bargained for. 


Tbe crusher will be operated by water 


power at Folsorn, and convicts will fur- 
nish the labor. Purchasers are to be 
supplied with crushed ,rock at an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent on the actual cost 
on board the cars. This 10 per cent goes 
to the state till it has amounted to ?-'»,- 
001 and alter thatthe percent will be re- 


• 
duced to 5. This is supposed to pay lor 
the plant and the wear and tear. The 
management of the rock crusher Kill be 
in tbe hands of a committee, consisting 
of the bureau of highways, the state 
ririEon directors and the governor. The 
cood roads convention at Sacramento 
sugeested the idea of the crusher. 


sSnaie hill o5l? legalizes tho establish- 


ment of union high schools on the plan 
followed by those already established. 


Senate hill S44 is important. It re- 


lates to juries, and provides that four- 
teen men may be impaneled, Imt only 
twelve of them act at once. This is to 
provide fr>r the death or disability of a 
juror or jurors. It sometimes happens 
in lone trials tbat a juror dies, and un- 
der the old law- the whole tnal must be 
gone over again. Under tbe new law, 
one of the eitra jnrors steps into the 
place made vacant by the dead or dis- 
qualified jnror, and the trial proceeds. 


Assembly hill 631 regulates fees, and 


there are some radical reductions, aver- 
aging perhaps about thirty per cent be- 
low the old rates. All county and town- 
ship officers in the state will receive 
similar fees for similar service. Soineoi 
tho constables and justices are of the 
opinion lhat it will not pay them to hold 
office herealtfr. Justices shall not be

They shall not travel 
outside of their respective townships to 
serve any civil process, and as mileage 
are allowed 5 cents per mile each way 
when they go outside the county. When 
two services are to be served in the same 
direction, mileage for only one of them 
shall be charged. The district attorney 
may authorize a constable to go beyond 
his'township if in his judgment it ts 
proper; but no hill must be presented

that the demand for raisins from which 
the seeds had been removed has never 
been supplied.
